Mr.  Chairman.,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
Statistics  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  West  Kesteven  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1958. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  well  above  the  national  average 
as  in  most  previous  years.  A  fairer  picture,  however,  is  probably 
given,  by  the  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (i.e.  the  combined  still¬ 
birth  rate  and  neo-natal  mortality  rate),  this  gives  a  rate  of  40*0 
for  the  rural  district,  slightly  above  the  national  average  of 
37*8.  Three  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  infection. 

The  table  of  deaths  calls  for  little  comment.  It  is  regret¬ 
table  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  rose  to  two. 

Contrary  to  the  usual  experience,  the  number  of  cases  of 
measles  was  even  greater  than  in  1957 •  An  unusual  notification 
was  one  of  Malaria.  This  occurred  in  a  serviceman,  who  had  presum¬ 
ably  contracted  the  disease  overseas. 

Only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified,  a  very  mild  case 
with  no  paralysis.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  throughout  the 
country  was  low  in.  1958,  but  the  severe  outbreak  in.  1957  will  not 
be  easily  forgotten.  The  only  way  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  such 
outbreaks  is  to  immunize  as  large  a  part  of  the  population  as 
possible,  and  I  strongly  urge  all  those  eligible,  to  apply  for 
immunization.: 

The  number  of  deaths  from  accidents  was  much  too  high.  These 
deaths  are  often  particularly  tragic  as  they  involve  children  and 
young  adults  and  so  cause  a  great  loss  of  expectation  of  life. 

The  emphasis  in  the  field  of  housing  w as,  as  last  year,  on. 
clearance  of  unfit  houses  and  provision,  for  elderly  people. 

Compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  was  generally 
quite  good  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings 
under  these  regulations. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  and 
in.  particular  the  Health  Committee,  Mr.  Morgan,  Mr.  Dean,  and  all 
his  staff  for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  help  throughout  the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Having  seen  the  Council’s  water  undertaking  grow  since  194-7 
from  mere  mains  supplies  to  Claypole,  Stub ton  and  Fenton  from 
Newark  Corporation’s  source ,  to  Barrowby  from  Grantham  Waterworks 
Company's  Source  and  the  only  Council  owned  source  at  Colsterworth 
supplying  that  village,  to  the  present  undertaking  worth  more  than 
half  a  million,  pounds  with  4-5  out  of  47  Parishes  supplied  one  can 
only  regret  that,  having  done  the  spade  work,  the  completion  of 
the  structure  is  to  be  handed  over  to  another  authority. 


It  would  be  remiss  of  the  Council  at  this  stage  not  to  thank 
the  Newark  Borough  Council,  the  Grantham  Waterworks  Company  and 
the  North  Ke steven  -^ural  District  Council  for  the  assistance  they 
have  rendered  in.  the  past. 


If  those  authorities  had  not  been  able  to  provide  bulk 
supplies  in  the  interim  stages,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Grantham 
Waterworks  still  do,  it  would  not  have  been  possible  to  supply 
the  area  with  the  speed  which  has  been  achieved.  With  the 
development  of  the  Council’s  own  sources  it  ’was  pleasing  to  be 
able  to  return  -  the  compliment  and  offer  temporary  assistance  to 
the  Newark  Corporation. 


The  formation  of  the  intended  Water  Board  consisting  of  the 
Grantham  Borough,  Sleaford  Urban  District  and  the  East  Ke steven 
and  West  Kesteven  Rural  areas  should  lead  to  greater  efficiency 
and  economy  in.  operation  of  the  undertaking  as  a  whole.  To  that 
authority  will  be  left  the  completion  of  the  Structure.  The 
supplies  ’within  the  proposed  area  are  adequate  but  distribution 
is  still  unsatisfactory  in  so  far  as  the  surplus  from  one  source 
cannot  be  made  available  to  augment  a  heavily  taxed  source  supply¬ 
ing  another  section  of  this  rural  area.  In  view  of  this  "urther 
essential  capital  expenditure,  it  cannot  be  expected  thaw  there 
’will  be  any  .reduction  in  w  at  r  charges  even  though,  some  economies  in 
management  and  maintenance  may  be  effected. 


it  is  unfortunate  that  there  was  not  more  co-operation  be¬ 
tween  authorities  in  the  past  as  it  is  certain  that  there  could 
have  been  some  reductions  in.  capital  expenditure  if  more  care  had 
been  taken  ’with  planning  and  design.  An  outstanding  example  of 
this  is  the  siting  of  the  East  Kesteven.  Service  reservoir  at 
Nils  ford  Heath  and  the  West  Kesteven.  reservoir  at  Normanton  Heath. 
Hue  siting  of  a  Joint  reservoir  on  the  high  level  at  Normanton 
Heath  ’would  have  avoided  the  necessity  of  additional  pumping  costs 
to  lift  the  water  from  Nils  ford  to  Normanton.  in  order  to  augment 
the  supply  to  the  northern  part  of  the  West  Kesteven.  area  and,  in 
fact,  might  have  avoided  the  necessity  of  sinking  the  borehole  at 
jon.g  Bennington,  except  as  an.  auxilliary  source. 


Unfortunately,  each  authority  in  the  past  has  only  been 
interested  in  providing  its  own  source  of  supply  and  regarded  its 
neighbour  with  a  degree  of  suspicion  considering  that  one  authority 
was  likely  no  be  making  a  profit  at  the  expense  of  the  consumers 
and  ratepayers  in.  another.  It  is  suggested  that  even  the  new 
water  board'll  authorities  ’would  do  well  to  learn,  from  the  exper¬ 
iences  of  the  past. 


/ tie  supervision  of.... 


The  supervision,  of  main.teaan.ce  as  a  result  of  the  lengths  of 
mains  now  ia  existance  aad  the  scattered  nature  of  the  pumping 
stations  is  difficult  and  costly  in  view  of  the  amount  of  travel¬ 
ling  involved  but  it  is  essential  that  every  care  should  be  taken  to 
ensure  a  safe  supply  of  water  throughout  the  area.,  ouch  a 
valuable  asset  as  the  Council  now  posfess  must  recsive  the  best 
attention  to  maintain  it  efficiently.  Mains  burst  at  times  and 
pumping  equipment  fails  without  warning  but  the  water  inspectors v 
foreman,  and  workmen  must  be  congratulated  on.  the  enthusiasm  and 
interest  they  have  shown  in  always  doing  their  utmost  to  carry  out 
speedy  repairs,  during  the  night  on  many  occasions  in  all  kinds  of 
weather  conditions  to  ensure  that  this  most  essential  public  service 
is  maintained.  The  critics  of  the  cost  of  this  overtime  work  would 
do  well  to  note  this  and  to  remember  that  no  official  or  workman 
desires  to  be  hauled  out  of  bed  during  the  night  to  use  a  pick  and 
shovel  standing  in.  mud  and  water  in  a  trench  with  snow  or  rain  down 
the  back  of  his  neck  and  consequently  they  are  deserving  of  bouquets 
and  not  bricks  for  cheerfully  co-operating  in.  keeping  the  water  run¬ 
ning  from  the  taps  in  houses  and  cattle  troughs „  It  has  also  been 
said  that  the  number  of  burst  mains  are  more  numerous  than  they 
should  be.  The  number  of  bursts  occurring  during  1958  wore  as

The-,  S?oVisf0n.  additional  housing  accommodation  continued 

during  1958  but  with  more  emphasis  being  paid  to  the  re-housine 

efdeSv  In^Vrfin  h°US0S’  and  bun£al™  accommodation  far 
elderly  In  fact,  m  many  cases  it  has  been  found  the  building 

of  bungaiows  has  served  both  purposes.  It  has  either  been  ,oss- 

ible  to  offer  the  bungalows  to  tenants  of  under  occupied  houses 

whose  families  have  married,  left  and  set  up  houses  of  their  own 

or  the  tenants  of  the  unfit  houses  have  themselves  been  elderly 

and  living  in  sub-standard  accommodation  at  a  low  rent.  This 

bie  conti?ued  for  as  long  as  it  is  found  necessary, 
^,+lderly  peopbe  are  all  satisfactorily  housed  and  the 

h2Uses  no.longer  exist.  The  bungalow  has  been  found 
to  be  the  most  economic  unit  to  provide  and  the  general  desire  is 
for  a  two-bedroomed  type.  The  number  of  bungalows  now  owned  by 
the  council  is  147  (including  42  prefabricated  bungalows)  which 
represent  \y/o  of  the  total  number  of  housing  units. 


Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  internal  planning,  equip¬ 
ment  and  design  of  housing  units  even  though  the  size  has  had  to 
be  reduced  to  keep  the  total  cost  within  reasonable  bounds. 


Increased  competition  in  the  building  trade  locally  has  also 
succeeded  in  keeping  costs  down  and  at  the  same  time  it  is  con¬ 
tended  that  a  reasonable  quality  of  construction  and  equipment 
has  been  achieved.  Prom  continual  contact  with  all  types  of 
tenant  the  officer  is  most  suited  to  rejjresent  the  tenants  point 
of .  view  when  the  design  and  equipment  of  houses  is  under  consider¬ 
ation  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  what  suggestions 
have  been  made  have  invariably  been  adopted.  Only  he  knows  where 
they  work,  where  they  eat,  where  they  keep  the  pram  and  so  on.  It 
is  not  yet  possible  to  design  a  house  to  suit  every  tenant  and 
even  if  it  was  one  would  have  to  virtually  demolish  and  rebuild 
for  the  next  tenant.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  most  of  the 
tenants  are  very  pleased  to  enter  their  new  house,  especially 
those  coming  from  the  old  cottages  which  look  so  picturesque  but 
possess  every  inconvenience  to  modern  living.  This  is  particularly 
outstanding  in  the  case  of  the  elderly  who,  to  use  their  own  words 
"are  highly  delighted".  Even  those  who  did  not  want  to  leave  the 
old  house  with  its  sentimental  attachments  over  50  or  more  years 
and  are  only  rehoused  with  gentle  persuasion  and  coaxing  soon  admit 
that  they  should  have  moved  years  before  and  soon  settle  down  to  a 
new  phase  in  life  with  a  much  lighter  domestic  burden. 


Repairs  and  maintenance  in  all  rural  districts  present  special 
difficulties  as  it  is  almost  always  necessary  to  carry  out  repairs 
simultaneously  in  a  number  of  widely  scattered  villages.  With 
rising  costs  economy  is  essential  and  with  this  in  mind  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  carry  out  those  repairs  categorised  as  non-urgent 
in  zones  but  of  course  every  tenant  wants  his  job  doing  first 
whether  urgent  or  not  and  especially  where  he  is  paying  more  than 
minimum  rent  under  the  differential  rent  scheme,  as  he  regards  the 
minimum  rent  as  the  standard  rent  for  the  house. 


The  recently  published  report  of  the  Central  Housing  Advisory 
Committee  recommends  that  "it  is  to  the  advantage  of  Council  and 
tenants  alike  to  continue  other  duties  with  the  work  0.  rent 
collection.  This  of  course  is  sound  common  sense  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  reasons 

(1)  It  is  more  convenient  for  the  tenant  to  be 
able  to  report  and  discuss  matters  arising 
from  his  tenancy  with  the  official  he  knows 
so  well  and  regularly  visits  his  house. 


■  (2)  Repairs  are  more  promptly  executed  and  what 
is  more  important,  accurately  reported  to 
the  Surveyor  rather  than  by  the  tenants  brief 


/and  often  inadequate... 
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and  oftaa inadequate  description  on  a  note 
which  only  results  in  another  official 
making  a  visit. 

(3)  The  rent  collector  can  note  from  his 
regular  visits  any  infringements  of  the 
conditions  of  tenancy  such  as  unauthor¬ 
ised  huts  etc . 

(4)  He  can  deal  with  minor  tenancy  matters 
such  as  "additional  earners"-,"  lodgers, 
etc  . 

(5)  The  care  of  the  council  houses  and  estates 
as  against  the  mere  routine  of  making 
entries  in  a  rent  book  makes  the  job  more 
interesting  and  worth  while  to  the  officer. 

(6)  The  collector  is  likely  to  be  the  first 
person  to  notice  if  a  family  is  getting 
into  a  critical  financial  stage  and  in 
need  of  help  or  guidance.  This  may  result 
in  arrears  of  rent  due  to  illness,  dcmestic 
upset  between  husband  and  wife,  bad  house¬ 
keeping  or  too  much  hire  purchase.  If  the 
rent  collector  is  given  the  time  to  invest¬ 
igate  ,  advise,  help  in  any  way  possible, 
further  arrears  may  be  prevented  before 
the  case  becomes  so  out  of  hand  that  evic¬ 
tion  results  with  a  large  debt  unpaid. 

(7)  The  rent  collector  should  be  able  to  be  of 
assistance  to  elderly  people  in  many  ways 
such  as  completion  of  forms  for  assistance, 
and  such  minor  jobs  as  replacing  a  fuse. 

It  is  considered  that  the  employment  of  two  rent  collectors 
instead  of  one  as  "housing  assistants"  under  the  control  of  the 
Treasurer,  each  with  his  own  district,  one  north  and  one  south  of 
the  area,  would  considerably  improve  the  rent  and  repair  problem 
as  the  two  officers  would  be  in  competition  as  regards  rent  col¬ 
lection  and  neither  would  wish  to  have  more  arrears  on  his  books 
than  the  other.  More  co-operation  with  the  Surveyor's  Department 
must  result  from  this  arrangement  which  would  assist  in  letting 
in  addition  to  management. 

Dealing  with  applications  for  improvement  grants  and  super¬ 
vision  of  the  work  in  progress  has  again  taken  up  part  of  the  time 
during  the  year  and  the  applications  still  flow  in.  This  is  a  good 
sign  and  should  continue  to  be  encouraged.  Most  of  the  estates 
have  been  co-operative,  in  the  case  of  the  Stoke  Rochford  Estate 
every  house  in  Stoke  Rochford  village  will  soon  have  been  modern¬ 
ized.  This  is  quite  an  achievement  and  the  Estate  are  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated  on  their  achievement,  particularly  as  the  work  has  been 
done  without  in  any  way  affecting  the  character  of  these  stone 
built  cottages  or  the  village  itself. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  houses  from  persons  living  or 
working  in  the  rural  district  decreased  from  343  to  240.  The 
highest  demand  is  still  from  Barrowby,  Colsterworth  and  Great 
Gonerby  but  this  situation  will  soon  be  eased  with  the  additional 
accommodation  at  present  under  construction.  With  the  increase  in 
the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  area,  the  number  of  houses 
vacated  and  re-let,  and  this  figure  must  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  in  connection  with  the  number  of  applicants;  this  is  an 
annually  reducing  total.

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Sfi  WjSRAGE  and  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


New  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  plants  have  been  provided  for 
Skillington,  Great  Gonerby,  Cols  ter v/orth  and  Ropsley.  Great  Ponton 
and  Ailing  ton  schemes  are  nearing  completion,  the  Caythorpe  scheme 
has  been  started  and  the  Long  Bennington,  Ancaster  and  Harlaxton 
schemes  should  soon  be  approved.  Harlaxton  is  particularly  urgent 
in  view  of  new  housing  development  which  is  rapidly  taking  place. 

Barrowby  is  another  such  village  as  Harlaxton  which  is  gradually 
growing  and  now  that  more  land  has  been  made  available  for  private 
housing  development,  the  already  overloaded  and  antiquated  disposal 
plant  provided  in  1875  should  be  re -si ted  and  replaced.  It  is  con¬ 
sidered  that  if  the  existing  combined  sewerage  system  remains  for  use 
the  present  tanks  at  the  sewage  plant  might  be  retained  for  use  as 
storm  tanks. 

The  disposal  plant  provided  for  the  East  Midlands  Housing  Ass¬ 
ociation’s  site  at  South  Witham  should  be  extended  and  new  sewerage 
provided  for  South  Witham  village  as  soon  as  possible  in  view  of  the 
insanitary  conditions  in  that  village.  The  villages  of  Denton, 

Woo Is thorp e-by-Belvoir  and  Welby  should  also  be  shortly  considered  in 
view  of  the  similar  conditions  which  exist  there.  In  Denton  the 
sewage  discharges  into  the  stream  which  feeds  into  the  “Denton 
Reservoir1’  with  next  to  no  treatment.  At  Woolsthorpe-by-Be lvoir  it 
flows  through  several  open  ditches  into  the  River  Devon  and  at  Welby 
forms  an  overflowing  large  open  cesspool  adjacent  to  the  highway  with 
some  soakage  into  the  water  bearing  Lincolnshire  Limestone. 

To  encourage  the  fullest  use  of  new  sewers  and  eliminate  insan¬ 
itary  conditions  arising  from  vault  and  pail  closets,  58  grants  have 
been  made  towards  the  cost  of  conversion,  to  W.C.  This  is  totally 
inadequate  and  it  is  regrettable  that  the  Council  have  decided  not  to 
use  their  power  given  to  them  in  the  Public  Health  Act  1938  to  compel 
owners  to  provide  them. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  is  now  more  profitably  used  and 
apart  from  emptying  septic  tanks  to  Council  Housing  Estates,  350 
septic  tanks  to  private  houses  and  business  oremises  were  emptied 
during  the  year.  This  produced  a  revenue  of"  £521. 

Grants  were  made  in  respect  of  the  conversion,  of  fifty-eight

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MEAT  AND  FOODS 


It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  100% 
inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption 
is  carried  out  at  six  privately  owned  slaughter  houses  as  in 
some  rural  areas  this  unfortunately  is  not  the  case.  Whilst 
most  of  the  butchers  do  co-operate  very  fully  by  holding  over 
carcases  and  all  offals  for  examination  before  sale  where  the 
animals  have  been  slaughtered  after  normal  office  hours  the 
night  bef ore v  cases  still  arise  where  the  inspector  has  to 
regularly  inspect  carcases  outside  normal  office  hours. 

The  £i*te  slaughter  houses  serving  the  area  are  scattered 
being  situated  in  Great  Gonerby,  Hon.in.gton,  Caythorpe ,  Denton, 
Skillington  and  Sedgebrook. 

The  provision  of  an  abattoir  for  the  joint  use  of 
Grantham  Borough  and  the  West  Ke steven  Rural  District,  suitably 
sited  near  the  cattle  market  in  Grantham  is  under  consideration, 
and  it  should  soon  be  possible  to  submit  detail  drawings  and 
costs  for  consideration.  Outline  plans  have  already  been,  sug¬ 
gested  and  considered.  It  is  hoped  to  design  the  abattoir  to 
a  minimum  size  and  cost  at  the  commencement  but  to  so  design  as 
to  allow  for  satisfactory  extension  in  all  sections  should  this 
be  found  to  be  warranted.  The  aim  is  to  endeavour  to  encourage 
its  use  by  keeping  the  cost  per  animal  slaughtered  to  a  measur¬ 
able  limit.
